Mr. Pinchot expresses his profound 
regret at leaving the forest service 
and pays tribute to the faithfulness 
and high quality of service rendered 
by the men with whom he worked. 
Out of the work of the forest service, 
he proceeds, grew the conservation 
movement.

Washington, 
Jan . 
14.— Following 
President Taft's advice to the Repub­ 
licans in congress to “ stop quarreling 
and get down to the party legislative 
programme as quickly as 
possible” 
there were concrete evidences of a 
definite attempt to bring the warring 
factions together upon some basis of 
at least a temporary understanding. 
There seemed for the first time this 
session to be a spirit of conciliation 
in the air and decidedly less of the 
bitterness of the past few weeks. 
President Taft let it be known that 
he still considers all of the insur­ 
gents as Republicans. 
Speaker Can­ 
non announced that all Republicans 
would be invited to the caucus on 
naming the Balllnger-Pinchot commit­ 
tee next week and hoped all would at­ 
tend. 
Representative Hayes of Cali­ 
fornia, one of the leading insurgents, 
made two trills to the W hite House. 
A fter the first of these he announced 
that attempts to adjust matters were 
under way. 
He consulted w-ith most 
of his brethren and reported back to 
the president. 
President Taft declared again that 
his test of Republicanism w ill come 
when action is taken upon the legis­ 
lative recommendations which he has 
made in compliance with the party 
platform. 


Not Withholding Patronage.

Hayes and other callers the president 
said he was not withholding patronage 
from any Republican senator or mem­

Andy H. Jones, well known In this 
section of the country, and char ,'ed 
w ith w recking the F irst N ational 
B ank of Rugby, N. D., was found 
guilty by a Jury in the federal court 
a t Fargo on Thursday evening, a f­ 
ter the jurv had deliberated about 
four hours. Jones being found guilty 
on fourteen out of the fifteen charges. 
It is expected that sentence will be 
pronounced upon the convicted man 
today, and a penitentiary term stares 
him in the face. 
Jones is the man whose financial 
m anipulations caused tem porary em- 
harassm ent to the Security State bank 
in this city some m onths ago. 
The exact am ount of Jones’ alleged 
embezzlement will never be known. 
Special Bank E xam iner 
John 
L. 
Proctor, representing the departm ent 
of justice, estim ates it at $150,000. 
The records show an expenditure 
of $325,000 during the past two years 
by the frenzied financier, who held 
the position of cashier and general 
m anager of the bank. 
The case has been the most nota­ 
ble ever tried in the state of North 
Dakota. All through the action Jones 
has retained his stoical attitude, s it­ 
tin g behind his counsel, seldom of­ 
fering a suggestion.
